NEW YORK—Several rabbis 
warned that Israel etrogim were 
unfit for use in this year’s Suk- 
kot ritual, because they were 
produced during the 5712 shmit- 
ta year. The famous Hassidic 
rabbi, the “Satmar Rav,” Brook- 
lyn, distributed posters remind- 
ing observant Jews it is a viola- 
tion of Jewish law to use the 
etrogim which were produced 
during the Sabbatical year. 

Distributors of Israel etrogim 
defended their sales, pointing to 
a letter from Israel Chief Rabbi 
Halevi Herzog calling upon di- 
aspora Jews to buy Israel prod 
ucts exclusively, and maintain- 
serve the shmitta during the 
critical period of rebuilding Is- 
rael. 

Dr. Pinkhos Churgin, presi- 
dent of the Mizrachi (religious 
Zionist) Organization of America, 
commented that only people who 
want to promote the sale of 
etrogim from California and Cu- 
ba opposed the use of the Israel 
product. The shmitta ban does 
not apply to products not grown 
in Israel or on non-Jewish-owned 
land in Israel.

NORFOLK COUNCIL CALLS BOLT 


‘DISSERVICE TO U. S. JEWRY’ 


NEW YORK-First reaction from local communities on the 
rift in the National Community Relations Advisory Council 
(NCRAC), coordinating agency in the Jewish civic defense field, 
indicated tentative disapproval of the withdrawal of the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B'rith and the American Jewish Com- 
mittee from that body. 

The strongest criticism of the action of the two national agen- 
cies, who bolted over the adoption of the Barr Resolution, came 
from the Executive Committee and Public Relations Bureau of the 
Norfolk Jewish Community Council. The Barr Resolution empow- 
ered the NCRAC to allocate to any of the five major national Jewish 
organizations in the NCRAC, specific jobs in any given aspect of 
the work. 

‘A DISSERVICE TO AMERICAN JEWRY’ 

The Norfolk group asserted in a unanimous resolution that 
“the withdrawal of any member agency of the NCRAC from within 
its framework can only cause a disservice to American Jewry and 
the cause for which we all labor.” 

After calling on the NCRAC and the two dissident groups to 
continue efforts at healing the rift, the body asked the local B’nai 
B'rith groups and the Norfolk chapter of the AJCommittee “to use 
their good offices to encourage their respective national agencies” 
to seek unity. 

In Indianapolis, home of Julian Freeman, president of the 
Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds, the board of 
directors of the Jewish Community Relations Advisory Council 
upheld the votes of its two delegates in favor of the Barr Resolu- 
tion and indicated that at would retain its membership in the 
NCRAC. 

The vote was considered significant because the two delegates 
were Julian Kiser, who is a past president of the Indianpaolis Chap» 
ter of the AJCommittee, and Dave Cook, who held the same posi- 
tion with the Indianapolis lodge of B’nai B’rith. Kiser is also 
national secretary of the NCRAC. 

He differed with the view that the Barr Resolution, which the 
ADL and AJCommittee contend sets up a new agency with “cen- 
tralized control” over the American Jewish community, did not 
permit “minority views ... (to be) expressed.” 

RIGHTS OF DISSENTERS STILL EFFECTIVE 

He said rights of dissenters remained effective. He expressed 
his personal regret over the failure in statesmanship of top level 
leadership of the Committee and the ADL, and expressed the hope 
that the “national breach” would be healed. 

Cook explained that the “Barr Resolution offered a basis for 
compromise, specific rights of action and dissent, thereby safe- 
guarding the autonomy of agencies 

In Minneapolis, the Minnesota Jewish Council reported that 
it will “continue to act as an independent agency and will co-operate 
with all organizations in the community relations field.” Although 
it has membership in the NCRAC, a resolution it adopted stated, 
“it will continue to cooperate with and use the facilities of all 
agencies—national, state and local—in the best interests of all.”

tion of America, the Hebrew 
Talmudic Institution, the Hebrew 
Free Schools of Philadelphia, the 
Free Burial Society and the 
Kosher Meat Association of 
Philadelphia. 

He was also honorary vice pre- 
sident of the Federation of 
American Zionists, a member of 
the board of delegates of Civil 
and Religious Rights of Jews, 
and a member of the faculty of 
the Rabbinical College of Amer- 
ica. After World War I, he was 
one of the delegates sent by the 
American Jewish Congress to the 
peace conference. 

Rabbi Levinthal is survived by 
his widow, Sara, and four sons: 
Rabbi Israel H., spiritual leader 
of the Brooklyn Jewish Center, 


N. Y.; Judge Louis E., of the 
Philadelphia Common Pleas

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Boston Hebrew Schools Get OK 
To Teach Sefardic Hebrew 


BOSTON—Perhaps for the first time in any American- 
Jewish community, the Bureau of Jewish Education here has 
given the green light to all Hebrew schools in the metropoli- 
tan area under its supervision to introduce the Sefardic pro- 
nunciation in the teaching of the Hebrew language. 

Dr. Benjamin Shevach, superintendent of the Bureau, told 
The Post that seven Hebrew schools have already introduced 
the new system and that three more are in the process of 
making known their decision.

“An Israeli night club is the last place to find good entertain- 
ment,” he lamented, describing the partners’ efforts to find some 
Israeli troupers for import to New York, “and most of the kibbutz 
talent needed further training to prepare for work here.” These 
were the findings of Max who, after the entrepreneurs found au- 
thentic Israeli entertainers here were scarce, and not to be had 
through Broadway booking agents, visited Israel to seek talent for 
the club. 

Max did, however, find Shoshana Damari, Yemenite songstress 
whose sultry voice, and voluble eyes and hands swept the country. 

Another factor which led to Habibi’s downfall was that it’s pa- 
trons were too sober. .At any rate, those who came to Habibi did 
not come there to paint the town red. 

“We didn’t draw the usual night club habitues,” explained Leo 
Nemircff. “Many of our customers came out of sentiment for Israel. 
People would tell me that this was the first night club they had

‘Not Enough Drinkers, Authentic Entertainment’

nights out, and saved the Habibi for a wedding anniversary or the 
annual visit of a maiden aunt.” 

Leo summarized: “A club needs middle-of-the-week spenders. 
We didn’t have them.” 

Labelled as an “atmosphere” night club, Habibi had a double 
problem in providing entertainment. 

“Occasionally we hired non-Israelis as fill-ins,’ Nemiroff ex- 
plained. ‘These were always on a high professional level, but never- 
theless we got complaints. ‘We enjoyed the performance,’ we were 
told, ‘but it didn’t belong here.’ 


“On the other hand, when we presented Israelis whose authen- 
tic performances weren’t quite up to professional standards, ac- 
custations of ‘amateurish’ were quick to follow.” 

Although customers insisted on strictly Israeli entertainment, 
the bill-of-fare offered a wider variety. Featuring such popular Near 
Eastern dishes as shashlik, shish-kebab, khoumouss, and felafel, 
it also offered East European staples like blintzes and borsht. 

One of the criticisms of some patrons and allegedly would-be 
patrons was that serving non-kosher fare, in addition to keeping 
away “many” customers, was not fitting for an “Israeli” night club. 

Asked, therefore, about the possibility of reopening with a 
kosher kitchen, Nemiroff revealed that Habibi’s lease had prohibitéd 
the club from observing kKashrut. j 

The lease, he explained, was held by Trotsky’s, a kosher cater- 
ing establshment who were tenants in the same building that 
housed the night club. The lease, dating back to the time when 
Trotsky’s had a restaurant on the same premises occupied by Hab- 
ibi, and of a type which is quite common in New York, stated: “No 
other establishment in this building is to be permitted to advertise

Israel Plans Drastic 


s 

Import Reductions 

JERUSALEM— The Ministry 
of Finance approved last week, 
and the Cabinet was expected to 
approve this week a plan for a 
drastic reduction in imports—in- 
cluding a 40 percent cut in food 
imports—in the coming year, 
The Jerusalem Post reported. 

The one-year import program, 
submitted by O. Gass, economic 
adviser to the Government, -cuts 
the amount of foreign currency 
to be spent, and even achieves a 
surplus, which will be used to 


reduce the country’s foreign 
debts. 
It is understood that the re- 


duction outlined by Gass are due 
primarily to a considerable drop 
in prices on the world market. 

Gass also outlined changes in 
the types of food to be import- 
ed, suggesting that wherever 
possible, higher priced foods be 
replaced by lower priced items 
of equal nutritional value.

Traditional Jewish Dishes Mother Used “To Prepare 








TRADITIONAL dish used by most Eastern European Jews at 
Sukkot time is holishkes (chopped meat wrapped in cabbage 
leaves). 

Another traditional favorite is strudel. 

Suggestions for stuffed cabbage leaves are: 

STUFFED CABBAGE LEAVES 

Soak a cabbage in hot water until] the leaves separate and become 
soft enough to handle. Form a ground meat mixture into small 
balls, wrap each ball in a cabbage leaf, and fasten with a toothpick 
or tie around with thread. If desired, the cabbage leaves may be 
browned in hot fat after they have been stuffed. The liquid in 
which they are cooked may be either water or stewed tomatoes 
or tomato juice. 

In preparing the mixture for the stuffed cabbage leaves, use 
any of the recipes which have already been given for ground meat 
mixtures, or use any of those given below. Usually, cooked rice is 
used instead of bread crumbs in preparing mixtures for stuffed 
cabbage leaves; and the recipes which follow specify cooked rice. 
However, the rice may be substituted by an equal quantity of bread 
crumbs, if desired; and similarly, the bread crumbs specified in the 
recipes already given may be substituted by an equal quantity of 
cooked rice. 


Stuffing 
1 pound ground meat 1 onion, chopped fine 
1 teaspoon salt 1 or 2 eggs, slightly beater 


cabbage leaves 
2 tablespoons fat 


% teaspoon pepper 

1 cup cooked rice 

42 cup bread crumbs 1% cup hot water 
Mix meat, salt, pepper, rice, bread crumbs, onion and eggs. Form 
mixture into small balls, and wrap in cabbage leaves. Heat fat in 
pot, brown stuffed cabbage leaves in hot fat, add water, cover pot, 
and let simmer over fire about two hours. Turn occasionally, and 
add more hot water if necessary. Or, after browning, remove 
stuffed cabbage leaves to baking pan, pour 2 cups stewed tomatoes 
over them, cover pan and let cook in oven at 300 degrees for two 
hours.

the overtones are now so plainly anti-Semitic, 

that one could almost say that Time has become 
anti-Semitic. 

The keynote of most of Time’s anti-Israel jibes 
is that because of the Jewish vote in the United 
States, this government’s policy has favored Is- 
rael whereas its best interests lie in a more pro- 
Arab policy. 

In its most recent issue, discussing not the 
Arabs or Israel, but the fact that many men in 
government receive fees for speeches, Time still 
manages to show its anti-Israel bias, by bringing 
up the subject where it had absolutely no place 
whatsoever. 

In the issue of Sept. 29, in reporting the 
“Nixon incident,” Time stated that there are 
many other leading political figures who have 
outside sources of income, many of them drawing 
fees for speaking engagements. 

“The star of the circuit,” wrote Time, “is Vice 
President Alben Barkley, who has for years 
drawn fees up to $1,000 for each appearance. 
Barkley is a paid platform favorite for Israel 
bond-selling drives. Many Arabs think (mistak- 
enly) that this fact has had an influence on U. S, 
policy in the Middle East. 

“But,” editorialized Time, “not many Arabs 
vote in U. S. elections.” 

This taking a position by sly innuendo, or as 
in the case above, by open suggestion, is Time’s 
trademark, and in fact is the basis of the maga- 
zine’s well-deserved reputation. But if Time is 
openly anti-Israel, and makes slurring remarks 
about the integrity and the loyalty of the Jews 
of the United States, then certainly it will not 
complain if we, making use of the same frank- 
ness, but with a little more honesty, label it anti- 
Semitic. 

If Time really knew the U.,S. Jewish commu- 
nity and the true nature of the loyalty of the 
Jew to the United States, it would understand 
that the Jew could never be disloyal to the best 
interests of the U. S. The Jew bends over back- 
ward to show his loyalty to the U. S. and although 
some Jewish politicians may like to make it ap- 
pear as if there is a Jewish vote, in reality the 
Jew is more circumspect than an old maid when 
it comes to his voting. Not even Israel could buy 
the Jewish vote in the United States, and it is a 
pity that Time is willing to sell the U. S. Jewish 
community’s integrity in this respect so short. 

But there is also some grave question as to 
Time’s impartiality in its reporting of events of 
the Arab Nations and Israel. Time’s position has 
been that the U. S. has given heavy . financial 
help to Israel far out of proportion to what it 
gives to the Arab nations, and that this generos- 
ity has turned the Arabs against the U. S. 

To Time this is all bad, and the Jews of the 
United States are to blame. 

Once again Time is selling somebody’s integ- 
rity short. This time it is the integrity of the peo- 
ple of the United States. Any student of U. S. 
public opinion must be amazed at the fund of 
good will apparent everywhere in the U. S. 
towards Israel, This has to do not with glib 
sophistication and scholarly interest in the Near 
East, but very directly with the Bible and the 
Creator. The plain citizen of the United States 
looks upon Israel’s redemption as the will of

Explains Toronto 
Synagogue Merger 
@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

May I thank you for the fine 
publication that you have been 
supplying me with in the past. 
In my opinion you are keeping 
Jewry posted on their activities 
on this continent in a most ad- 
mirable fashion. 

However, I was rather disap- 
pointed in the misconception pub- 
lished in one of your recent is- 
sues. I refer to the article de- 
scribing the amalgamation of 
the University and McCaul Street 
Synagogues here in Toronto. In 
this article the erroneous im- 
pression was given to the effect 
that Rabbi Shapiro would be the 
rabbinical leader of the union. 
I would like to correct this im- 
pression, in that, Rabbi Shapiro 
and Rabbi Slonim are of equal 
status. I believe that the incor- 
rect impression was_ carried 
more through the article carry- 


ing the picture of Rabbi Shapiro, 


Helen Cohen free expression of 
opinion and rightly so. Yet, it 
seems to me that as a columnist, 
she has a certain obligation to 
her readers to deal only with 
subjects on which she is properly 
informed. Jewish law does not 
appear to be one of these sub- 
jects. 


Thus, when she attempted to 
refute the Orthodox position that 
Jewish law is eternal, by citing 
certain changes in today’s prac- 
tice from the written word of the 
Tora, she neglected the Ortho- 
dox assumption that there was 
given at Mt. Sinai, along with 
the written law, an equally bind- 
ing oral law which interpreted 
and clarified the written law, and 
which gave certain rules for ap- 
plying it in the future. 

When this misconception was 
called to her attention, she at- 
tempted to refute the concept of 
a revealed oral law, closing her 
column with the implication that 
anyone who does not agree with 
the truth (your position, as 
backed by Dr. Kaplan) must 
surely be naive and narrow: 
minded. 

This attitude, aside from being 
quite as dogmatic as any posi- 
tion taken by any Orthodox Jew, 
is also completely intolerant and 
disrespectful of other people’s 
beliefs. As a Jewess who seems 
to believe in a number of as- 
sumptions which have never been 
proven in a scientific laboratory, 
she must surely know that there 
are many things which, in the 
final anlysis, we must accept on 
faith. To be sure, we must have 
certain rational bases in support, 
but the fact that none of these 
faiths or their denials can ever 
be subjected to scientific proofs, 
is what has given rise to the 
concept of freedom of religion 
and freedom of speech. It has 
also fostered the idea of respect 
for the beliefs of others. 

The case for an oral law de- 
scendant from Mt. Sinai is by no 
means as implausible as she may 
think. In the first place, many 
laws of the Tora are incompre- 
hensible without some further 
explanation. For example, in 
several places in the Tora we 
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thine hand, and they shall be as 
frontlets between thine eyes.” Is 
this commandment meant liter. 
ally or figuratively? If literally, 
what form should this sign and 
these frontlets take? Obviously, 
there must have been some oral 


expianation to bridge the gap 
between these verses and the 
phylacteries of today. 

Again, the Tora forbids the 


doing of any work on the Shab- 
bat. If this injunction was to be 
enforced by the community, as 
it was during biblical times, it 
was essential to know exactly 
what constituted work. More- 
over, the Tora forbids the per- 
formance of any “servile”. work 
on the feast days. Precisely what 
the difference between work and 
“servile” work is, is not stated. 
Again it is left to the oral law 
to explain; and as she may know, 
Jewish law does. differentiate, 
permitting certain categories of 
work on the feast days which 
are forbidden on the Shabbat. 

Finally, the words of the Tora 
itself point to the existence of an 
oral law. For example, in one 
place we find the sentence, “And 
thou shalt slaughter ...as I 
have commanded three,” though 
nowhere in the written law can 
one find the regulations for 
slaughtering (animals). 

So you see, things are not 
quite so simple as she seems to 
beleive. (They rarely are, once 
you dig beneath the surface of a 


subject.) And _ incidentally 
May I therefore make some 
suggestions? First, that Mrs. 


Cohen come to the realization 
that the field of Jewish laws and 
customs is not one on which she 
is able to write with authority. 
Secondly, if the itch to publicly 
tangle with Orthodoxy is too 
strong for her (and her latest 
quibble in her Sept. 12th col- 
umn seems to indicate that it is) 
she should please check the 
statements she makes with some- 
one who is well versed in the 
subject. Finally, whatever she 
writes, she should please stop 
being so dogmatic. It doesn’t fit 
to her otherwise sound and 
healthy outlook on life.
